Merkel pledges to aid 
Athens as eurozone 
seeks debt solution 

Berlin 

German Chancellor Angela Merkel 
pledged on Tuesday to offer Greece 
“all necessary assistance” in over- 
coming its debt crisis, but said 
the Greek government must fully 
implement its planned austerity 
measures. 

Greek Prime Minister George 
Papandreou, in return, pledged to 
implement the reforms. 

Merkel’s meeting with Papan- 
dreou was being closely watched 
by financial markets in the hope 


they were preparing a compre- 
hensive solution to the Europe- 
an debt crisis, but neither Merkel 
nor Papandreou announced any 
new measures ahead of their pri- 
vate dinner in Berlin on Tuesday 
evening. 

Germany, which has Europe’s 
biggest economy, is seen as a key 


player in resolving the eurozone 
crisis, though Merkel’s government 
has been accused of being a reluc- 
tant leader. Merkel also reiterat- 
ed on Tuesday her conviction that 
there is no quick solution. 

Greece needs an $11 billion 
loan before mid- October to stave 
off bankruptcy, which would send

Public transportation, tax and 

customs workers walked off the job 
Tuesday after the Greek government 
passed a controversial property tax. 
The tax, which will be calculated 
on a sliding scale, will be charged 
through electricity bills. Those who 
do not pay will risk having their pow- 
er cut off. But the tax, the latest in 
more than a year of austerity moves, 
has deeply angered Greeks, (ap) 


shockwaves through the global mar- 
kets. But creditors have demanded 
more efforts to raise revenue. 

In response, Greek lawmakers 
approved a controversial property 
tax Tuesday, passing it 154-143 in 
the 300 -member parliament. 

Finance Minister Evangelos 
Venizelos said Greece had made 
great efforts to achieve its fiscal 
targets, but that a “hyper- effort” 
is necessary to fully meet its com- 
mitments. 

The plan is to have Greece 
implement debt-reduction mea- 
sures in exchange for rescue loans. 
Greece relies on funds from last 
year’s $149 billion package, and 
European leaders have agreed on a 
second $148 billion bailout, (ap)

A station wagon packed with Afghan 
civilians hit a roadside bomb in western 
Afghanistan, triggering an explosion that 
killed 16 people, 11 of them children, of- 
ficials said. Elsewhere, a suicide bomber 
in the southern city of Lashkar Gah 
rammed a vehicle into a police truck, kill- 
ing two civilians and wounding 26 people, 
including 10 police officers, (ap)

Female Saudi Driver to Be Lashed 


Cairo 

A Saudi woman was sentenced 
Tuesday to be lashed 10 times with 
a whip for defying the kingdom’s 
prohibition on female drivers, the 
first time a legal punishment has 
been handed down for a violation 
of the longtime ban in the ultra- 
conservative Muslim nation. 

Normally, police just stop female 
drivers, question them and let them 
go after they sign a pledge not to 
drive again. 

Making Tuesday’s sentence 
for Shaima Jastaina, in her 30s, 
all the more upsetting to activists 
is that it came just two days after 
King Abdullah promised to pro- 
tect women’s rights and decreed 


Backstory 

Saudi Arabia is the only country 
in the world that bans women from 
driving. Since June, a women’s rghts 
campaign has tried to break the 
taboo. On June 17, the campaign’s 
founder, Manal al-Sherif, posted a 
video of herself driving and calling 
for protests. She was detained for 
more than 10 days, though she was 
later freed. (AP)

Is Metro Passing Up Fares? 


Q l contacted Metro Last week 
about a bus driver who 
decided to bypass a bus stop. I 
received an email that same day 
about them Looking into it, but 
since then I have heard nothing. 
That wasn’t the first time I’ve 
seen a driver pass up a stop. You 
would think that they’d be more 
concerned about bringing in rev- 
enue. People not getting on the 
bus are people not giving money. 
Td contact them again. Drivers do 
sometimes bypass stops if the buses 
are full, or the supervisors are try- 
ing to spread out the buses because 
another one is very nearby. But this 
shouldn’t be a regular thing. 


Q ls this some sort of strange 
experiment to see how 
much you can make a mass- 
transit system unusable and 
unfriendly before riders just give 
up? Almost everyone I know has 
pretty much given up using Metro 
at any time other than rush hour. 

I understand the need to do track 
maintenance, but the constant 
single-tracking on top of already 
Large headway times makes 
using Metrorail on a weekend a 
complete waste. 

It’s discouraging. And you can’t use 
the otherwise helpful Trip Planner 
on Metro’s website, because it doesn’t 
account for single-tracking delays. 


I am frustrated by the 
frequency with which I am 
required to purchase a new 
SmartTrip card. Every now 
and then my card will just stop 
working. Sometimes it will 
magically start working again 
a few days Later; sometimes it 
is dead for good. I’d sure like 
WMATA to figure out a technol- 
ogy that doesn’t fail so easily. 
Agreed. Metro is trying to figure 
out a replacement for the SmarTrip 
cards, but that’s primarily because 
the company that makes them is 
getting out of the business. SmarT- 
rip cards don’t get demagnetized, as 
paper fare cards do. They can break, 
though. Or there may be a problem 
with the fare gate software. 


Q l’ve always wondered why a 
Metro line was not run down 
the middle of 395 instead of HOV 
lanes. With the opening of the 
BRAG building at Seminary Road 
and the horrendous traffic it will 
bring, it seems that a Metro line 
there is an even better idea now. 
The line could start at the Pen- 
tagon, have stops at Shirlington, 
Seminary Road and Duke Street, 
and end at Springfield. 

While I’d love to see the region add 
more transit, there’s no active pro- 
posal to expand Metrorail except for 
the construction of the Dulles line, 
which still doesn’t have the financ- 
ing in place for the phase that actu- 
ally gets trains out to the airport. For 
the 1-395 corridor, we could certain- 
ly use more transit, but I think you 
might have better luck pushing this 
as a cheaper light-rail idea. 


Excuse the rant: I switch 
trains from the Orange Line 
to the Green/YelLow Line every 
day. Going up to the platform 
where I catch the Green/Yellow 
Line, I can’t wait for the next 
train because I can’t get through 
the THRONG that takes up the 
entire platform to get to the 
trains!!! Please, people, watch 
where you are going, and let 
people cross so they are not late 
for their next train and work! 

The transfer station platforms are 
really crowded, and not just at rush 
hours. The Nationals have played 
their final home game of 2011, so 
that should ease congestion on the 
Gree Line a little bit. (Of course, now 
we have hockey and basketball to 
crowd Gallery Place.) Those areas 
boarded off for work zones don’t 
help either.

Hall Spouts Off 

Redskins cornerback DeAngelo Hall slammed 
defensive coordinator Jim Haslett for blitz- 
ing eight players and leaving no insurance 
coverage downfield on third-and-21 with 
2:20 left in Monday's game and Washing- 
ton up 16-15. On the key play, Cowboys QB 
Tony Romo completed a 30-yard pass 
to Dez Bryant, who had beaten 
Hall. Hall was flagged for a face 
mask penalty, tacking on an 
additional 15 yards. Hall said 
the Redskins went to the all- 
out blitz one time too many. 

“Sooner or later, somebody’s 
going to figure it out," Hall said.

A Season of Hope in Washington 



Nats close out a year 
in which they made 
significant progress 

The Nationals 

In the days before Wednesda 3 A’s sea- 
son finale. Nationals general man- 
ager Mike Rizzo was asked what 
the team needed to do most in the 
off-season. The list was short. 

“I think we’re an outfield bat 
away and a starting pitcher away 
from really being a contender in 
the division,” Rizzo said. 

Then a funny thing happened: 
No one laughed. 

In previous years, under previ- 
ous management, such statements 
were not uncommon. But a deeper 
look usually revealed a franchise in 
need of much, much more. 

In years to come, the 2011 sea- 
son may well be remembered as 
the time when hope arrived, real 
hope, for the first time since base- 


ball returned to Washington. 

Sure, there were disappoint- 
ments. First baseman Adam LaRo- 
che hit only .172 in 43 games before 
he was lost for the season with a 
shoulder injury. Jayson Werth had 


his worst season statistically since 
2005 after signing a $126 million 
free-agent contract. And manager 
Jim Riggleman quit in the middle 
of a stretch in which the team won 
11 of 12 games. 


Despite all that, the Nationals 
entered the season’s final series 
with a possibility of finishing 
above .500 for the first time. They 
clinched third place in the NL east 
on Monday. In the home finale on 
Sunday, 37,638 fans packed Nation- 
als Park, a rarity for a game that 
did not include Stephen Strasburg 
or the Philadelphia Phillies. 

The fans came because, despite 
his struggles, Werth’s intensity 
changed the team’s attitude. Because 
Michael Morse became one of the 
league’s most dangerous hitters. 
Because Ian Desmond and Danny 
Espinosa play the game the way it 
was meant to be played. Because 
Jordan Zimmermann truly arrived. 
And because Strasburg is back. 

“We’re showing teams we could 
turn this division around soon,” 
Morse said Monday night after his 
30th home run of the season. “We 
want to win a World Series. To win 
a World Series, you have to win a 
division.” derek turner

Redskins Play Down 
To Expectations 

To borrow a line from Dennis 
Green, the Redskins are just who we 
thought they were. In other words, 
they are not a very good team. It 
doesn't take a bombastic former NFL 
coach to make that assessment. 

They don't have the talent to over- 
come more than a few 
mistakes. And the fact 
that Washington is 2-1 
— and could easily have 
been 3-0 — is a testa- 
ment to coach Mike 
Shanahan. 

The turnover battle 
is make-or-break for any team; just 
ask the Patriots after Tom Brady's 
four-interception day Sunday against 
the Bills. With Rex Grossman at quar- 
terback, turnovers are always going to 
be dicey for the Redskins. 



That Washington 
is 2-1 — and could 
easily have been 3-0 
— is a testament to 
Nike Shanahan. 


But what separates Shanahan's 
squad from some of the elite teams in 
the NFL is how costly penalties can be. 

Remarkably, the Redskins had 
drawn only two penalties with about 
four minutes to go in their 18-16 Loss 
in Dallas. That's good coaching. 

Then, three penalties — includ- 
ing DeAngeLo Hall's face mask after 
Dez Bryant's 30-yard catch — in the 
final minutes played a key role in the 
defeat. 

Did anyone really think Grossman 
would Lead a Last-second rally? 

To be fair, the quarterback made 
some good throws; he also made 
some awful ones. We knew Gross- 
man would make his share of mis- 
takes. It's up to the rest of the team to 
Limit theirs if this is going to be a sur- 
prisingly successful season.

In her recent column for V Maga- 
zine, Lady Gaga blasted the New 
York Times’ Cathy Horyn, above, the 
veteran fashion writer who honed 
her rhetoric at The Washington Post 
in the ’90s.

‘Nevermind* Turns 20 




Nirvana’s Dave GrohL 
and Krist Novoselic 
reflect on the trio’s 
Landmark 1991 album 

Music 

It’s been 20 years since the release 
of Nirvana’s “Nevermind.” The 
album, which included the cultural 
anthem “Smells Like Teen Spirit,” 
marked the beginning of the alt-rock 
movement of the 1990s and trans- 
formed drummer Dave Grohl, 
bassist Krist Novoselic and sing- 
er Kurt Cobain into the post- 
er boys of Generation X, until 
Cobain’s suicide in 1994. 

To commemorate the 20th 
anniversary of “Nevermind,” 
which has sold more than 
30 million copies. Universal 
is re-issuing the remastered 
album (out this week) with 
obscure B-sides, alternate 
mixes and live recordings. 

On a recent afternoon inside 
606 Studio, Grohl and Novosel- 
ic, while slumped on a couch 
near the same soundboard that 
they used to record “Nevermind,” 
reminisced with producer Butch Vig 
about how they made the album that 
forever changed their lives. 

When did you realize “Nevermind” 
had become bigger than you? 

GROHL: I’d say “Saturday Night 
Live.” ... In the dressing room, that’s 
when [expletive] “Weird Al” Yank- 
ovic calls and asks if he can do a 
parody of “Smells Like Teen Spirit.” 
That was a weird weekend.

Were he still alive, Nirvana’s Kurt 
Cobain would have turned 44 this year. 

How has music changed since 
“Nevermind” was released? 

VIG: When “Nevermind” happened, 
it was still a slower time. That record 
took off from a grass-roots level. 
The label printed something like 
40,000 copies. Word of mouth 
was faster than the Geften pub- 
licity machine could handle. 

How do you feel about the im- 
pact of “Nevermind” on culture? 

NOVOSELIC: I remember at the time, 
when Nirvana was just breaking, 
we were still very idealistic about 
it. We thought, “Yeah, we’re gonna 
change the world!” It’s like when 
I first heard punk rock music, it 
spoke to me, but then again, rev- 
olutions get co-opted, and it never 
really turns out the way you think 
it would turn out. 

Do you think you could have made 
“Nevermind” today? 

GROHL: Who knows? I know that if 
Krist and I went in that booth right 
now and recorded on that board, 
we could sound exactly the same.

Turbulence Ahead 



The Longer you wait 
to purchase airfare 
for holiday travels, 
the pricier it might be 


Advice 

Flying over the holidays is going 
to cost more this year. And the lon- 
ger you wait to book, the pricier it’s 
likely to get. The average domestic 
airfare for the weeks of Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas is $383, 4 per- 
cent higher than last year, accord- 
ing to Expedia. 

As airlines fly fewer routes 
and planes to cut costs, there are 
fewer seats available. Flights are 
fuller than ever, and airlines can 
charge more. 

Airlines have an additional rea- 
son to charge families more during 
the holiday season: There are fewer 
high-paying business travelers, and 
airlines need to make up for that 
loss of revenue. A simple but valu- 
able strategy: If you find a good 
fare, jump on it. The price might 
drop later on, but not much. Here 
are other tips to help you save. 

Be Flexible 

Adding a couple days to your trip 
before or after peak travel days can 
lower fares significantly. So can fly- 
ing on Thanksgiving Day, Christ- 
mas Day or early on the morning 
of New Year’s Day. These days tend 
to be less busy. 

Connecting Flights 

Flying nonstop is ideal, but that 
convenience isn’t free. Booking 
an itinerary that includes one 
stop could save you $100 round- 
trip. Just make sure to leave plen- 
ty of time to connect so that even 


if your first flight is late, you don’t 
miss the second leg. 

Fly, Then Drive 

Some airlines have a virtual monop- 
oly at certain airports, allowing 
them to charge more. One of Amer- 
ica’s most expensive airports is Cin- 
cinnati, which is dominated by 
Delta. To save money, many fliers 
instead choose airports in Dayton, 


Ohio, or Indianapolis. Other airports 
are expensive to fly in to and out of 
because they lack a low-cost carri- 
er to keep prices in check. 

Different Airlines 

Most airlines now sell one-way 
flights at reasonable prices. One air- 
line might be cheaper for the out- 
bound flight and another for the 
return. You could even arrive at one 
airport and depart from another. 
Many sites automatically display 


these multi-carrier itineraries; oth- 
ers require separate searches. 

The 24-Hour Rule 

Most big airlines allow passengers 
to cancel and rebook tickets pur- 
chased through their websites with- 
in 24 hours without penalty. After 
you book, check the next morn- 
ing and see whether the price fell. 
Alaska, Continental, Delta, South- 


west, United, US Airways and Vir- 
gin America all allow this. 

Search Multiple Sites 

The cheapest flight doesn’t always 
show up on every website. Expe- 
dia, Orbitz and Travelocity are the 
biggest online ticket-sellers. Some- 
times better deals can be found on 
sites such as Kayak, Hipmunk, Air- 
fareWatchdog, Yapta, FareCom- 
pare, CheapOair, Mobissimo and 
Fly.com. scott mayerowitz (ap) 


Fliers can save money by comparing 
online fares, planning itineraries that 
are a little less convenient and taking 
advantage of airfare refund policies.

How did you choose the companies 
featured in “Made in America”? 

We were trying to find stuff that 
was iconic, fun to make and fun 
to see on camera. We were also 
going for a very diverse pool of 
companies. We included every- 
thing from Jelly Belly jelly beans 
to GE aircraft! 

is there any characteristic these 
products have in common, aside 
from just being made in the U.S.? 

Some of them actually can’t be 
made an 3 rwhere else but in Ameri- 
ca. That’s a weird common denom- 
inator. For example. Tabasco: A lot 
of flavor comes from the peppers 
the company grows, but also from 
the Avery Island, La., salt they use 
to age the peppers. Jack Daniel’s 
is all about the water. The Jack 


Daniel’s distillery [in Lynchburg, 
Tenn.] actually sits right on top of 
an aquifer that has some qualities 
that make great whiskey. If they 
lost the water, they’d lose the fla- 
vor of the whiskey. 

Why does it matter if a product is 
made in America? 

Well, to me, there’s a sense that 
all these jobs are going overseas, 
which is true. But it’s important to 
know that a lot of your products 
are also being made by the coun- 
try that you support. There’s a lot 
of pride that you experience when 
you know that a product is made 
in America. 

What surprised you about the food 
companies you looked at? 

I learned that Tabasco is aged for
